God, do thereby make themſelves unfit for that D1- 
vine Preſence of God, in which Eternal Joys are only 
ro be found 5, But thus to be excluded from the D1- 
vine Preſence, is that, he ſays, which ſhall befal no 
Man who does not negle& the great Salvation : for, he 
ſays, 'ris evident beyond diſpute, rhar all Men 'may 
do what God does enable them to do; and they that 
will thus make uſe of the Talent that God harh given 
chem ?, ſhall nor miſs of an entrance intro rhe Joys 
of their Lord * ; for God accepts according to what a 
Man has ?, it ſo it be that they do not receive his 
Grace in vain * : If therefore they ſo ſer their Aﬀett1- 
ons on things above, as to love and obey God with all 
their Hearts, that is to ſay, fo far as God hath made 
them able, this Sinceriry fhall be accepted inſtead of 
unfinning Obedience. He fays therefore, that tho it 
be not in every one's Power to be Rich and Wiſe in 
the World, yer 'tis in every one's Power to be Honeſt 
and Pious ; and thoſe ſhall never miſs of Salvation 
that thus give diligence ro make their Calling and 
Ele&ion ſure *, that is to ſay, who are fuch as love 
God above all rhings, becauſe he is the chieteſt 
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Good *, and are careful in every thing to do that, « y,,, "_ 
and that only to others, which were their own caſe > 


che ſame, they in reaſon would deſire others to do to

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And thus, Sir, as Mr. A. Roſs has done 1n other 
Religions, have I given you a true Account of the 
Faith cf Mr, the Unitarian, whole Religion if 
was your defire thus to know ; which Faith he verily 
believes t> be true, he ſays, in the Main, or in. its 
chicf and principal Parrs, becauſe 'tis a Faith built, 
he ſays, on the plaineit Parts of God's Word, and 
does not dumend on ſuch Inferences made trom darx 
and doubrtiil Places as are contrary to Reaſon. For 
nothinz can be more reaſonable, he ſays, than to be- 
lieve that there is but one Firit Perſon, who 1s the 
Father of all other Perſons ; and that there cannot be 
more than one who 1s the Higheft, cr the Almighty , 
nor more than one who 1s moſt Wile * : Neither is * Eph. 4.6. 
any thing, ſays he, more reafonable, than to pray only T7/a. 43. 10. 
ro this One, who 1s the Farher of all things, in the Name Luke 1. 32. 
_ of Chriſt, whom he hath ordained and appointed * Rom, 16. 27, 
to be the great Mediator between himſelt and us 5 :\* Ads 17. 31, 
And tho it was above Reaſon, he ſays, to come to the Heb, 3g, 2, 
knowledg of a Meſiah, yer tince God hath aftured us, * 1 Tir, 2. 5, 
by Divine Revelation, that in the Seed of 4oranam all 
the Families of the Earth ſhould be blefled ; and it be- 
ing declared in the Goſpel, that this Seed 1s Jeſus of 
Nazareth, who was a Man approved of God *, we have 5 {Fs 2,52, 
all the reaſon in the World to believe it: And that 
this Faith of the Unitarians, was the Primitive Faith 
of the Church of Chriſt, is evident, he ſays, from 
the Apoſtles Creed, or the Creed fo called, becauſe ir 
15 the moſt Antienrt, and does contain an Account of 
that Faith which was required as neceflary unto 
Chriſtian Communion, in the moſt pure and unerring 
ges of the Church, before ic was corrupted by the 
Arine of thoſe falſe Prophers that were gone our 
into the World ? : for 'tis evident, he ſays, by that ” Mat. 24. 24+ 
Creed, that the moſt antient and beft informed Chrif- 1 Foh. 4. 1. 
tians, did profeſs as the Unitarians now do, (who do Jude 4. 
endeavour, he ſays, to reeſtabliſh this great Truth) T1 Tim.5.2I, 
That they believed in none as the only true God, but 
_ the Father Almighty ; nor in any other Chriſt, or oa- 
ly begotten Son of God, as their Lord nnder God, 
but in that Jeſus who was a Man, conceived and we 
0 
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' of the Virgin Mary, was crucified, died, and rofe a-

gain from the Dead the third Day, 


Bur he ſays, thaz many in the Ages ſince Chriſt 
have rejedted this Faith, becauſe their own corrupted 
Reaſon, blinded by ſuch falſe Notions as are derived 
from vain Philoſophy *, could not underſtand how it 
was poſſible for a Man, as the Crucified Jeſus was, 
who was the Son of David, the Son of Abraham ?, to' 
be the Saviour or Reconciler of the World ; for they 
thought, bur without Warrant, he ſays, from Scrip- 
ture, that it was not in the Power of God to ſanity 
and appoint unto, or fir and qualify a Man for fo 
great a Work : Bur he ſays, thar rho this thing ſeem 
impoſſible to Men, yet it 1s poſſible with God *, who 
is Almighty, and does whatſoever pleafeth him, both 
in Heaven and in Earth F; who as he is a God of 
Truch, can doubtleſs make good that gracious Pro- 
miſe of his, that the Seed of the Woman ſhould bruiſe 
the Serpent's Head\\, And tho, he ſays, many are now 
evilly ſpoken of tor thus believing, yet he is certain 
that a time is coming, in which their Dodrine ſhall be 
declared to be the Truth, in the approaching Kingdom 


of Chriſt, wherein all rhe Parts of his Divine Religion 
ſhall be reſcued our of the Chains of Error, and be 
reſtored to its firſt and Primitive Purity.
